New Penal Code includes 
more victim protection 



ORANJESTAD - Last Thurs¬ 
day die Munster of Justice and 
the Care of Addiction, Arthur 
Dowers received the concept of 
the new Penal Code from a rep¬ 
resentative of die commission 
who worked an tins for the past 
five years. Hans Do elder, who 
presented the document, is a 
professor of criminal law and 
criminal procedure at the Eras¬ 
mus University in Rotterdam 
He was a member a f the Com¬ 
mission who worked on a new 
penal concept that has been ap¬ 
proved by Parliament some 
time ago 

The new Penal Code has 
been written in keeping with 
international treaties applicable 
to Aruba and other territories in 
the Dutch Caribbean region. 
The actual Legal Procedure 
Code da esn“t agree with the in¬ 
ternational treaties. Hus penal 
code is being discussed on each 
island separately and among 
the six Dutch islands. Accord¬ 
ing to Den Do elder, they kept 
in view on one hand the inter¬ 
national treaties and the rights 
of people and an the other hand 
die treaties having to do with 
the protection of witnesses, de¬ 
tection, etc. 

Hie Commission that 
worked on the concept in 
Aruba consisted of representa¬ 
tives of different interest 
group sin die area a flaw, such 
as the Police Force, Lawyers, 
University of Aruba, and many 
others. The Penal Code makes 
the work of a lawyer and the 
police much easier to work to¬ 
gether from the different is¬ 
lands. Jt also facilitates the 
work of the Common Court 
and of the Supreme Court in 
Holland, according to Den 


Do eldler. 

Dowers explained that after 
9/11 diere has t een great pres¬ 
sure on international crime and 
tins new penal code takes into 
account die rights of a suspect, 
as well as other important as¬ 
pects such as the right of die 
victims "Victims often suffer 
greatly under a crime situation 
and far years J felt that we have 
not done enough with respect 
to die ngilts of victims," says 
Dowers. 

This new penal cade will 
provide additional rights to a 
victim where the Public Prose¬ 
cutor can protect the lights of 
die victim. 

The mandatory explained 
that tins new penal code en¬ 
ables the Public Prosecutor to 
canfi sc ate die b eiangmgs o f the 
offender to provide means of 
compensation for the victims 
“This for me is a big step, for 
the victims di dn 1 1 recerve mu ch 
attention,” he expressed. 

hi this new penal code they 
have also taken into account - 
just as m die case of the new 
BOB-law - technological ad¬ 
vances and the development of 
new crimes. They have also 
taken into account putting em¬ 
bargo s on "data" (information) 
Hie Minister explained that the 
modernization of the penal 
code - winch lias been ap¬ 
proved, will go into effect in 
2014. These new laws are nec¬ 
essary to comply with intern a- 
tmnal standards 

The new law concept must 
yet pass through the depart¬ 
ment of Law Proceeding (Wet- 
geving) and the Supreme 
Counsel of Advice then to be 
presented in Parliament for 
evaluation and final approval

Common Court issues 


ORANJESTAD - As of the 
1st af November there is a 
new guide regarding Court 
tariffs. These are the tariffs 
that the Court charges for at¬ 
tending to Court cases, such 
as family issues or issues re¬ 
lated to work. In this new 
guide all information regard - 
mg rules and the equal appli¬ 
cation af these in all countries 
of the Dutch Caribbean, 
namely, Aruba, Curacao, St. 
Maarten and the EES islands 
is outlined. 

For every case of persons, 
family or cases of alimony, 
there is an Afls 50 levy to the 
Court. 

They have also disconti¬ 
nued die dispensation for p e- 
titions having to do with 
imposing embargos In the 
future there will be an 
Ails.450 levy, winch will be 
discounted from the court 


fees m the principal case 

With respect to cases re¬ 
questing personal injury and 
damages, in the p ast the court 
fee was determined based on 
the calculated sum directly 
according to the interest of 
the p arty(le s) involv ed H ow- 
ever, in the following process 
of liquidation for damage and 
injury, they will keep tins in 
view As of now the claimant 
must indicate the interested 
sum. In the event they cannot 
indicate a financial sum di¬ 
rectly, then they will pay the 
Afis.450 in the first instance 
and in the Supreme Court 
that fee becomes Afls. 900. 

Another new rule is if the 
claimant or the one appealing 
a case cannot present proof 
that he/she does not have an 
income, he will be obliged to 
pay tire court fees himself If

Solar eclipse sweeps Africa, Europe 
and US 


NAIROBI (AFP) - Africans 
were treated yesterday to a 
spectacular solar eclipse that 
swept across the continent, 
while sky-gazers m the United 
States and Europe also 
glunpsed tire rare phenomenon. 

A total eclipse could he 
seen over parts of Africa and 
one of the best views was in 
northern Kenya's Sibiloi na¬ 
tional park, where a few hun¬ 
dred tourists gathered on the 
edge of the desert, lake 
Turkana 

Alongside the tourists were 
colourfully dressed Kenyans 
from the Turkana. Rendile and 
Dasanach tubes, many draped 
in beads, who cheered as the 
sky darkened 

But dramatic weather al¬ 
most spoilt the show, with 


sandstorms, rain, a rainbow 
and heavy cloud all minutes 
before the eclipse, an AFP pho¬ 
tographer said 

Some tourists, fearing they 
would nilss the sight, j etted off 
at the last minute, seeking a 
clearer spot on other side of 
lake 

In the end the eclipse, 
winch lasted about 10 seconds 
m Kenya, was partially ob¬ 
scured by cloud 

Sky- gazers in Gabon, 
Congo, Uganda and Ethiopia 
were also treated to the total 
eclipse 

The west Afri c an n ati on go t 
peak viewing of the total 
eclipse as it swept over a path 
nearly 60 kilometres (37 miles) 
wide 

In die eastern United States, 


viewers caught sight of a par¬ 
tial eclipse lasting 45 minutes 
dose to sunrise. 

Partial views were also 
a'/ail able in southern European 
countries Spam, Italy, Greece, 
and. also m Iraq. 

The round shape of the 
Earth explains why viewers in 
Africa saw a total eclipse, 
while those in the United 
States and Europe only saw the 
sun partly obscured. 

Experts say a safe way to 
view an eclipse is by making a 
pinhole camera -- piercing a 
tiny hole in a piece of paper 
then turning your back to the 
sun and using die pierced page 
to project the image of the sun 
on another sheet of paper

The gun rampage Friday trig¬ 
gered chaos at LA international 
(LAX) airport, disrupting more 
than 1,50 Q flights 'Tire airport 
only hilly reopened more than 
24 hours later. 

Describing how the shoot¬ 
ing started, a prosecutor said 
Ciancia pulled a "223-caliber 
M and P-15 assault rifle out of 
his bag and fired multiple 
rounds at point-blank range - at 
Hernandez, 39, shortly after 
9:00 am in LAX's Terminal 3. 

The shots wounded the un¬ 
armed TSA o facer but did not 
kill him 

The 23-year-old gunman, 
dressed m black and wearing a 
bullet-proof vest, then went up 
a nearby escalator but cams 
back down to “shoot the 
wounded officer again," said 
US Attorney Andre Birotte 

Ciancia then proceeded fur¬ 
ther into the terminal, shooting 
four more people including 
two other TS A o ffi c ers, b efore 
being wounded m a gun fight 
with airport, police and ar¬ 
rested 

The alleged gunman, who 
remains in hospital and has not 
yet answered questions from 
investigators, earned a note in 
liis bag indicating that "he tar- 
gete d esp eci ally TS A o ffi c ers," 
for whom he felt "anger and 
malice." 

The handwritten note, 
found in a bag taken into the 
airport, showed that he “made 
a conscious decision to kill 
mul tapl e TS A emp 1 oy ee s, 11 sai d 
David Bowdich, the head of 
the FBI's Los Angeles office 
1 In the note that was hand¬ 
written by the defendant, that 
was signed by the defendant, 
we found a statement where he 
made a conscious decision to 
kill multiple TSA employees," 
said Bowdich 

"He addressed them at ons 


point in the letter, and stated 
that he wanted to instill fear 
into their traitorous (sic) 
minds.'“ 

Hie handwritten letter re¬ 
sembled a suicide note, an un¬ 
named law enforcement 
official told the Los Angeles 
Times Hie note also said that 
Ci anci a did not want to hurt 
anyone "innocent," just TSA 
agents, the newspaper re¬ 
ported. 

Hie agent killed was a fa¬ 
ther of two who immigrated to 
Los Angeles from El Salvador 
when he was ,15, Ins widow 
Ana Hernandez told reporters 

Birotte said Ciancia was 
shot four times by airport po¬ 
lice, and that he had some 150 
rounds of' ammunition Two 
LAX police fired at the gun¬ 
man, according to the criminal 
complaint filed against him 

An estimated 1,550 sche¬ 
duled fli gilts with some 
167,000 passengers were hit 
Friday amid the resulting 
ground stop 

LAX is the third-busiest 
airport in the United States 
after Atlanta and Chicago, and 
the sixth-busiest m the world, 
accordingto figures from Air¬ 
port. s Council International 

During the shooting spree, 
which lasted less than 10 min¬ 
utes, Ciancia approached a 
number of people cowering in 
the terminal and pointed his 
gun at them, asking if they 
"were TSA" according to the 
La s Angeles Times. 

If they answered "no," he 
moved on, the Times reported, 
citing witnesses who said he 
curs ed th e TS A rep e ate dly. 

While officials have not re¬ 
leased details about the vic¬ 
tim's state, the Times said he 
was m critical condition in 
hospital after being allot in the 
head and leg.

virus. It spreads easily. It is 
commonly contracted fir cm 
an infected person who 
sneezes, coughs, or shares 
food or drinks, as well as by 
touching the fluid from a 
chickenpox blister A person 
who has chickenpox can 
spread the virus even before 
any symptoms manifest. It is 
most easily spread 2 to 3 days 
before the rash appears, until 
all the blisters have crusted 
over. It usually takes 14 to 16 
days far symptoms to mani¬ 
fest after you having been in 
contact with someone with 
the virus. Hus is called the 
incubation period 

Those at risk to contract 
chick enp ox are individuals 
who have not had it previ¬ 
ously If a household mem¬ 
ber gets chickenpox, it is 
likely to spread through the 
family because of close con¬ 
tact. Following recovery 
from chickenpox, you will 
most likely not get it again 
Pregnant women who 
never had chickenp ox b efore 
should be particularly cau¬ 
tious during an outbreak as 
contracting it can cause de¬ 
fects in the fetus. Newborns 


and toddlers should be 
watched closely. Teens and 
adults who have immune sys¬ 
tem problems, such as 
HIV/AIDS or cancer patients; 
patients with a transplant, or 
taking chemo treatment or 
using steroids, which at make 
it hard for the body tD fight 
infection, are especially at 
risk. Generally, chickenpox 
usually isn't a serious prob¬ 
lem m healthy children. 

The first symptoms of 
chickenpox often are a fever, 
headache, and a sore throat. 
Individuals may feel sick, 
tired, and demonstrate loss of 
appetite The chickenpox 
rash usually appears about 1 
or 2 days after the first symp¬ 
toms begin. Some children 
break out m the chickenpox 
rash without having a fever 
or showing other early symp¬ 
toms 

After a chickenpox red 
spDt appears (mouth scalp, 
skin}., it usually takes about 1 
or 2 days far the spot to go 
through all its stages This in¬ 
cludes blistering, bursting, 
drying, and crusting over 
New red spots will appear 
every day for up to 5 to 7 
days. 

Victims can go back to 
work, school, or day care 
when all blisters have crusted 
over. This is usually about 10 


days after the first symptoms 
appear 

Once contracted, there are 
no medications to cure the 
disease Though they usually 
itch greatly, it is very impor¬ 
tant to NOT scratch the blis¬ 
ters, for they can became 
infected. These wounds can 
cause complications. The pa¬ 
tient should bathe with water 
infused with soothing herbs 
or plants, i.e. chamomile, 
mango leaves, ratonero or 
shoshoro. Use of antihista¬ 
mine unguents or tablets can 
alleviate the itching, as can 
lotions such as cal amine help 
EDOth and dry the blisters. 
There are no medications to 
prevent chickenpox, but these 


simple treatments can help ai- 
levi ate the symptoms 

If you are concerned you 
have chickenpox, visit your 
house doctor. Keep in mind 
patients with chicken pox are 
considered at risk of compli¬ 
cations due to the aforemen¬ 
tioned conditions Other 
symptoms tD cause concern 
are: 

* fever for more that 4 
days 

* Certain body areas get 
red or sensitive or the blisters 
secretes pus 

* extreme illness 

''feeling dizzy and diffi¬ 
culty getting up 

* difficulty walking 

* stiff neck 


* vomiting frequently 

* difficulty breathing 

* Heavy coughing 

The Department of Public 
health has a vaccine for per¬ 
sons who have never con¬ 
tracted chickenpox and are 
considered at risk for compli¬ 
cations. The vaccine consists 
of 2 doses, and is available at 
the offices of Contagious 
Diseases (DBZ) from Mon¬ 
day to Friday, 8 a.m. to 12 
no dii and 2 -4 p.m The cost 
is AFLs 69 per dose

Cubans fret, 
sweat currency 
reform launch 

H AVAN A( AFP) - Cubans 
have welcomed news the 
government will end its un¬ 
popular dual currency sys¬ 
tem, but they are beyond keen 
to know when the change will 
actually come. 

Many basic necessities 
here are aval able only in 
convertible pesos at special 
state-run stores, a source of 
tension between Cubans who 
have access to dollars aid the 
majority who don't. 

The government an¬ 
nounced October 32 it will 
phase out the dual currency 
system, in place for almost 
two decades, as part of Pre¬ 
sident Raul Castro's gradual 
attempt tD streamline the 
country's Soviet-style econ¬ 
omy 

Under the current system, 
Cubans who have dollars (a 
minority) can buy convertible 
pesos (CUC) at a one for one 
rate, aid use them to buy 
scarce goods in well-stocked 
special state stores. 

Cubans' salaries, however, 
are paid m non-convertible 
pesos (CUP), which are va¬ 
lued at 24 to a convertible 
peso and do not go far in a 
country where builders, 
teachers and doctors, for ex¬ 
ample, are paid $20 a month 
The government set up the 
system originally to steer 
hard currency into its coffers 
which it needs to buy bulk 
food on international markets 
for this nation of 11 million 
While Cubans enjoy al¬ 
most free education and 
health benefits, housing and a 
subsidized food basket, most 
say they still struggle to put 
food on the table.

tic, Brasil's shoe industry, al¬ 
ready the world's third 
largest, wants to go even big¬ 
ger. 

In a country with more 
than 200 million people and a 
growing middle class -- with 
plenty of access to credit — 
Brazil's shoemakers control 
the vast domestic market. But 
now they want to spread be¬ 
yond the borders of the 
emerging power. 

'The domestic market 
growth has been significant 
since 2008," said Heitor 
Klein, head of the industry 
group Abie ale ados. 

In 2012, the country pro¬ 
duced 864 million pairs of 
shoes, up 5.5 percent from 
the year before. Just over half 
the shoes were destined for 
the female market. 

But exports of 113 million 
pairs fell to $1.09 billion in 
value, down more than 15 
percent from the year before 
-- proof of the troubles the 
country faces in breaking into 


amid the global recession. 

The conquest of China 

Brazil exports its shoes to 
some 150 countries, with the 
United States, Argentina and 
France the top destinations It 
focuses mainly on the inter¬ 
mediate market in terms of 
quality and price. 

It is said manly to foreign 
shoe brands and sold under 
their labels -- but. little by lit¬ 
tle exports under Brazilian la¬ 
bels, including Capodarte, 
Azaleia, Via Uno and Arezzo, 
are increasing 

But the biggest challenge 
is to get into the heart of the 
world's biggest producer, 
China, which in 2D 11 pro¬ 
duced more than ID billion 
pairs of shoes, according to 
Abicalcados figures.

Mutai, who also won the 
C011 New York crown, won 
the men's race in an official 
time of 2hrs Smms, 24secs, 
52 seconds ahead of runner- 
up Tsegaye Kebede of 
Ethiopia but well off the 
course record of 2:05,05 he 
set two years ago. 

"I feel goad for this win," 
Mutai said. "It was a very 


tough race. To win 
a race far the first 
time is easy. To de¬ 
fend your title is 
not easy It was a 
tough win out 
there." 

Jeptoo, the 
reigning London 
Marathon women's 
champion who fin¬ 
ished second at last year's 
London Olympics, came 
from behind to win in 
2 25.07. 

The 43rd edition of the 
26.2-nule (42.2km) show¬ 
down included more than 
43,000 runners from 115 na¬ 
tions competing in coal and 
windy conditions for a 
$100,000 tap prize with a 
backdrop of tightened security 
in the wake of twin tragedies. 

Three people were killed 
by bombs planted near the 
finish line of the Boston 
Marathon last April, making 
"Boston Strong"' a catch- 
phrase to inspire comebacks,
